GENERAL MILES' RETIREMENT

PEAKING of the retirement of General Miles the Bos- 


ton Post says: 
"A typical American soldier today 


passes from active service to the retired list. Lieutenant- 
General Nelson A. Miles, the successor of Scott, of Seho- 
fleld, of Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, in the illustrious line of 
those who have had the highest military rank under the 
republic, steps out. Unquestionably, it is a loss to the ser- 
vice. 
The iron rules which retires every officer when he 


reaches the age of 64 has in this instance surely worked 
detriment. 
General Miles goes out in the plentitude of 


his mental and physical powers and with a record never 
surpassed, if indeed it has been equalled. There is Wash- 
ington, of course, who foug-ht the war tha,t made the na- 
tion, and Grant, who commanded the armies that saved the 
Union. But in the period covered by the service of Gener- 
al Miles there has been work done hardly less important 
4as a certificate of the ability of the directing mind. 


"General Miles is peculiarly endeared to the American 


people by tho fact that he comes from civil life. 
By sheer 


•merit he rose from a clerkship here in Boston to the com- 
mand of the United States army. 
He entered military life 


at the beginning of tho civil war as a lieutenant of volun- 
teers, fought his way from one grade to another until he 
reached the command of a brigade, incurring- wounds three 
'time in the process; then descended from the rank of ma- 
jor-Keneral of volunteers to that of colonel of regulars 
and worken up again through the regular service until a 
reluctant president was compelled to give him the commis- 
sion of a lieutenant-general. 
No more successful Indian 


fighter ever brought relief to the harried settlements of 
the frontier, and his conquest of Porto Rico was one of the 
neatest achievements of the Spanish war. 


"With General Miles' retirement there conies a res'olu- 


tion in the military service. 
He is the last "lieutenunt-

commanding."

comes into operation anil the president, the constitutional 
•commandoi -in-chief, u ill riitect with the assistance of a 
•staff, on the Kuropean plan. 
Geneial Miles «i!l have no

"We dn not look to see General Miles' retirement per- 


manent. 
He may be called upon again to take the com- 


mand which lie now surrendeis. 
By the time the regi- 


mental doctor, who has been jumped by favoritism into the 
line of preferment, reaches the rang from which Miles re- 
tires, we shall probably have a war of some sort or anoth- 
er on our hands. Then there w i l l be need of a head such 
as that which Miles weary, such experience as he has. 
And he, who is now in the prime of his powers, will not be 
too old then to be recalled to the service of the republic." 


THE POST OFFICE

HE New York World offers the following criticism 


on the scandals now being exposed at Washington: 


The departmental attitude with regard to postal scan- 


dals is one of nervous expectancy which speaks ill for the 
condition of the service. 


Yesterday a Baltimore contractor testified before a 


United States Commissioner to the- details of an arrange- 
ment whereby he obligingly let the government have mall 
pouches at three times their cost, disbursing 40 per cent of 
the profits to a couple of postal employees. In a well-con- 
clucted department such recital would create a profound 
sensation. But today this very grave development is sec- 
ondary in interest to the mere dread of greater revela- 
tions to result from the labors of government detectives 
In this city, where it is recognized that conditions are 
•IramaUc in possibilities. 


A mystery of the situation is the apathy of the post- 


•cnas-ter-general. 
Mr. Payne was put into office by Mr. 


(Roosevelt—it was believed, as the only possible theory to
